Startling NevfB from J.ipnn. 
Tho following is from an extra of tlie 
Japan Commercial Neivs of July 24 : 

Inlorniaiion having roaohed Yokohama, 
on the 1 llh instant, that the American steamer 
Pembroke had been iirod into by two Japanese 
armed vessels, Captain McDougal of tho Wyo- 
ming, issued the ncces.sary orders to prepare 
for sea. Coal and stores having been taken cn 
board, we got tinder way at H o'clock in Iho 
morning of llie liiib inst., entcrcil the Haiigo 
Cimiiiiel nn the ISlli, and niicliored lit the 
Island of I lime .Sima. The next morning, 
loth instant, we proceeded towards Iho Straits 
of Sliimonoseki, the western ciilraiiee of the 
inland pea. On tlio norllierii shore of Ihe 
narrow jiassage is tin) province of Na:;nti), 
governed by the Prince of Teliu-slui. 

Within the past year ho purchased llie 
steamer Lanccfleld, and brig Lanriok, the 
former for 8125,000, and tho latter for about 
$25,000. 

On nenlriog tho Straits a signal gnn was 
lired from a masked battery on the nurlherii 
shore, which was repeated by two others lo 
llie weatvvard towards Shimono.seki. 

Uoutuling the point on the southern sido of 
the entrance, a bark', brig, and .steamer waro 
discovered, lying at ancliur close to llui iiortli 
shore; the steamer and the brig wereiiuaie- 
dintely made out to be the I aucelielil and 
Lanrick ; the bark's name wo did not know 
All llie vessels weic flying the Japanese Hay 
at the peak, and tho private Hag of thu 
Prince of Nagato at the main. We now- 
steered directly for tho vessels, when a bat 
tery of three guns on the norllicrii short 
about fifty feet above tho level of tho sea, 
opened lire on us, cutting up the rigging be 
tween the main and niizzen masts. We thou 
ran up tho American flag, and still steainiii^ 
on, were iired on by a battery of four guns"; 
to thistWO^e'pUed by a broadside. 

We were now rapidly approaching the 
vessels ; tho bark was close in shore ; about 
lifty yards outside of her, and ono length 
ahead lay the brig ; and lifty yards outsiJe 
the brig lay the steamer. 

'I'he main channel was outside of all those 
vessels. Captain .McDougal gave orders to 
run the Wyoming between tho steamer and 
the brig. As we got abrea.st of the bark she 
opened a broadside fire from three guns: in 
less than two ininulos we were abreast of the 
brig, and received her fire from four brass 32- 
pounders. We now had the stearociroa our 
port 8i(|e.;.hqr gups, like the. pttierSf , being 
trained on the channel, she Gred a 'few swi'vels 
and small arras only. In passing, wc gave 
them all our guns on both sides, htilling both 
the brig and steamer. Keeping close rotiml 
the bow of the steamer we stood over towards 
tho southern shore, receiving n constant hie 
from si.\ batteries, the steamer, brig and 
burijue. 'We here ^ol aground, but b;icked 
olf without mucli dilliculty. The sleanier 
Ijincclisld having steam up, slipped her ca- 
ble, keeping close along the northern shore, 
either M'ith the intention of esca] ing or of 
running on shore, to examino the damage 
caused by our lir.st sliols. The ^Vyoming 
was no'V muna'uvred into position, and an 
eleven inch shell was planted in the steamer, 
direct amlilsbipsVabpat ; one foot above the 
water-URe.'''Jn an iditani, volumes ot smoke 
and steam issued out of her, foro and aft — 
her boiler was exploded. After droppiiijj 
two more shells into the hull, the order was 
^iven to cease firing on the steamer and to 
direel the shots upon the dill-Jient batteries, 
the barque and the brig, all ol wliicli were 
loading and firing as rapidly as possible, 
liuile a number of shell exploded in tlio bal- 
teries and considerable damage was dono lo 
tlie town. 

In passing out ol tiie Straits we delivored n 
few very elTective shots into the brig, and 
the last seen of her she was fast settling by 
the stern. The tiro from the batteries was 
kept up tlirniiglioiit, but somewhat slackeneil 
on our return. 

l!y that lime wo had four men killed out- 
right and seven wounded — one since died. 
Tne arrnaiiieiil of tho Wyoming being CMily 
four .32 pounders and two jiivot guns, opposed 
to si.\ shore batteries of an average of throe 
guns each ; the bark si.\, the brig eight, and 
tho steamer two, making in all lliirly-fjur 
!,'iins, mostly 3'2 pounders. Captain .McDougal 
very wisely concluded to withdraw from .'o 
unequal a contest.and proceed to Yokohama 
for, more force. Tho Captain says all bit 
ollicers and crow bchaveil with tho utmost 
coolness and bravery. The Wyoming was 
run into tho midst of the enemy's vessels, 
receiving ond returning broadsides at pistol 
range, at Ihe same lime sustaining a hot and 
enntiniious lire from tho .shore batteries. 
Wiien the sr.coessful shot struck the steaitn-r 
our crew gave thriio hearty cheers. Tlie 
action lasted one liinir and ten minutes ; we 
were hulled eleven times, and received twenty 
or thirty f^liots in tho masts, rigeiiig and 
smoke .staclc. 

One pound shell came through immedi- 
ately below the tackles of the forward broad, 
side gun, and exploding, killed one man and 
wonmled five others. 



Ti'K i-iii;Neii ATrAeic. 
Admiral Jurez, in Ihe Seniiramis, has jost re- 
turned — arrived — .w-itli the '/'aueredi' on .Slonday 
morning in the Siinoiiosoki Straits. The Tancrcdo 
received fire from the batteries, which with the 
forts were then liombarded for about three hours. 
Ono hundred and lifly troops landed. The foils, 
batteries, and town were de.itroyed ; the guns were 
spiked, powder magazines blown up, and the 
villaj^e burned. Littln light was sho>vn.bythe 
.1 apatieic after being shelled out — principally from 
behind trees and Jutting points of rooks. Two 
thousaiul meji wi;re rnnnited .lobe disi-emlia^r .to- 
wards the ships, but could not attenipl to pas! ilie 
range of bombardment. Nothing was seen of llie 
Lanrick, the Laiieelield, or tho bark ; hul Ilie top- 
mast of a snnkeii shi[i \vas thought lo be seen. 
Casnalliis, three wounded.

Wasuikqton, .Sept. G. — The President has 
ordered'that the Executive order dated Xo- 
veniber 21, 18C2, prohibiling the e.xporlntioii 
from the United States of nrms, omuiunition, 
or munilions of war. under whioh the Com- 
manders of Departmentn wcro, by order ol tho 
Seerotuiy ot' \Var, dated -May 12lli, 16G3, 
direclcd to prohibit tlio piireliase and sale, for 
exportation, of all liorsea and uiule.s within 
their rospectivo commands, anil to take and 
appropriate for the use uf Ihe United Slates, 
horses, mules, live stock, etc., designed for 
exportation, to bo so far iiiodilied thiit any 
arms lieiclofore iniportcil iulo tlio United 
.States, may be reexported to the phvco ol 
original shipment ; and that livestock raised 
in any .Stato or Territory bounded by the 
I'ucilio Ocean, may be exported from nuy 
such Stale or Territory. 

To \V. B. Faiiwell, Collector, San Francisco ; 
Tho order prohibiting the exportation of live stock 
has been modified so far as to allow exportation 
from any pajt of the United St.ites on the Pacific 
coast.

Hitherto the cxocutivo ami leg- 
islativo government of liritish Uolumbia had 
both been carried oil by tho governor; but 
within the last few montlm Her Majesty had 
exercised the power vvhit-h was reserved to 
ber by the Act of 1858, and had by Order in 
Council created a Legisluturo. His noble 
friend, the Seere'ary of State, having to de- 
cide whel'ier he slimiM iiiiri)ditci; rep, cseiila- 
tioii into the sysleiii, liiul, euiisiderl iig ihu 
eireiiinstances of the couiilry, iii which thert 
was but a small Ihed and a' large llucltmting 
popiilaliuii. many ol the srltleis not being 
Bniisli subjects, decided that such a sleji 
would not he expedient. Tiic order in eouii 
oil also created a U'|,'islativo eoiiiicil, oa Ihe 
model which had been cs'alilislied with sue. 
cess in oilier eolonh's, ami moro elu.sely lol- 
lowiiig the legislative eoiiiiil ot Ceylon than 
any other which he could, iiicution. Thai 
council would consist of 15 nicmberi— fire of 
the principal, blhcials of tho colony, Qvs dis- 
trict magistrates, taker) from dilTorcnt portions 
of it, and ilvo independent members, whom 



the governor Was inslructcd to select from 
dillerciit dislriets of Ihu colony, with the view 
that he miglit olioosa siicli geiitleiiien as 
iiiighl be pointed out by llieir respuetivo 
iieigbliors as deserving tho coidideiico of tbo 
po[)ulalioii. and capable uf representing their 
interests and views in the legislative council.

That was a point on which ho was 
ready to admit considerable diUereiico ol 
opinion prevailed. His noble friend at^thc 
head of Ihe Colonial offioo felt ailsidus to 
unite tho two colonies, believing that an in- 
ei ease ol their strength and resources would 
be the result, as well as an enlargement of 
the field from which the iiicrr.bers of an 
uniteil legislature should be selected. The 
obstacles, liowevcr, in the way of the ndoji- 
lion of the course were found lo bo iiisiiper 
able, and it bad, upon consideration, been 
deomoil thu wisest course to lake lo give each 
colony a fie[iarate governor. Ho had every 
reason to think that the arr.mgeinent proposed, 
which was avowedly ofa leiiiporary cluiraclcr 
would give great salishiotion to British Co- 
lumbia, and would, on tho whole, moot tho 
views of tho most enlightened portion of tho 
colonists. It must not, be migh l add, be sup- 
posed that under the comparatively rude gov- 
ernment under which she had hitherto ex- 
isted British Culumbia had not inaJo con- 
siderable improvement. The progress of that 
colony bad, on the contrary, been most re- 
arkablo. In ilic riiidsl ofa inotloy popiila 
lion, tliLTo had hcen a singular observance td 
aw, and a gralil'ying absence of eriinc. The 
miners appeared to ho well salislied witli the 
mining laws under whicli lliey woi ked, and 
the land system moreover, which had boi-ii 
introduced, had given great salisfaciioii t i ilie 
settlers. Tho original price of land in \'aii- 
couver's Island was L'l an iiero, which was 
well-known lo bo thu Aostrulian charge ; but 
that price it had been found impossible to 
maintain' in the face of tho competition in 
tlio United States, where land was sold at $L 
an acre. Ho was Ihereforo liappy to say that 
the XI an acre system had hcen put an oiid 
to, and that land could now he obtained in 
liiilish Columbia on as easy terms us lo price 
and immediate occupation as was Ihe case in 
tho iiei;,'hl)oriiig territory of /Vineiica. lie 
.night fuilher observe that the success which 
Imd allenilcd the exertion;; ol ( ioveriior D Jug 
las in the construction of rnails had been iiiual 
remarkable. In all young colonies the con- 
struction of such works was of great import 
ntice, hut in no colony was il, ho would vc;i- 
tiiro to say, uf such vital interest as in British 
Coloiiihia. Impressed with that conviction, 
flov. Douglas had devoted Ihe whole avail- 
able revenue of (be oolooytotbn purpose, and 
the coascquonce was that there wag now no 
less than l.OOO mile.s of road being cnnslriieloil 
penetratilio; into Ihe iiit' iioi' of I'le couiilry, 
:inJ bringing tho nec.ssaiies of life williiii 
tlio teach of the mining pi)|>ulalioii , at com- 
paratively reduced prices, instead of llioso 
famine prices which hid lately prevailed, and 
whicli had tlie ollect of driving miiier.s bae'k 
lo the coast to avoid actual starvati.m. The 
ll'ect of those iiicasuros had been to eticoii!-- 
go a great emigration of minors, and also llie 
taking up ol land for the purposes of per- 
iiiaiienl settlement. Another result hud 
l.ieen that the reveniio of the colony had 
risen during tho last year — the fact, he be 
lieved, being that there never had been a 
colony whiph cost this country so little as 
Biitish Columbia. There had been a trans-

The lelegranh lino Would 
pass throii;ih territory occupied hy hostile 
tribes, and ho was afraid that the Colonial- 
oIlicB, by grantilig land to the new company 
who were to stand in the place ol the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, would involve this 
country in a war as expensive a;! the Cafl'ro 
War. 

Mr. Aytoun objected to the liill cliielly on 
the ground of thu ellect it would have on ihe 
interests of the tax-payers in this country. 
Me believed the Ulll lormed part of. a great 
scheme for ooloaizing the western portion ol 
Xorth America, and for forming n great road 
to connect the Atlantic with tho raeific. 
He believed that this iiiter-colonii.l lailway 
as a commercial enterprise was one of the 
wildest dreams that had ever entered into the 
brain of a railway engineer. Tho projected 
line passed through a mo.st diliicult country, 
and tho woi k would be of a most expensive 
character, much more expensive than tho es- 
timate. The eountjy was almost uninliabiled, 
and thu food for tho woikraeii w ould have to 
bo carried to them from a groat distaiiee. Bat 
evm if it were carried out it would not bo a 
remunerative undertaking. When the St. 
Lawreneo was closed in the winter there 
might be a oonsidcrablo nuiubcr of passengers ; 
but when the'rivor was bpcnbtl there would be 
very few. and at no time would there be any 
good!!. In case of witr, it would bo perfectly 
easy for an eiitorprising American general to 
I cut the railway in two, so that in a military 
point of view, it would bo of liltlo use. The 
liiianeos of tho colony were not in a po.=iliuii 
to bear their expeiisivo guarantee, and if this 
inter -colonial railway w-ere carried out in 
llio manner projoi'ted, it would he a great 
burden on the c.dony. I.ookin.g, moieuvoi-, 
to the tendency ill the colony to treat these 
works as Imperial niatlurs, ho wa.s alraid 
that tho burden of the guarantee for such a 
work, carried out at tiie piirsiiasion of tin 
Colonial Secretary, might sooner or later be 
thrown upon this country. Anything which 
tended lo burden colonial finances must bo a 
disadvantage to tho mother country. Wo 
ought to wail till Canada and (lie other 
o.iies were more fully peopled behin 
threw away money in opening up new fields 
of emigration. Canada, fo;- instance, al;hoii;;li 
oiglit times the size of bcilland, had less 
pojmlalioii. iSiich a iiieasiiie ouiilit not to 
have boon bronr,'lU in at so advanced a period 
of tlie session, wliiei there was not siillieienl 
lime for its eoiisiileration, and when the at- 
tendance ol members was so scanty. At 
pres 'iit oiir niniiny eX|ienililnro on behalf ot 
the colonies was very large, iiinl Has lather 
increasing than diminishing, ami the new 
eoimtry which was proposed lo bo colonized 
would add to that outlay, as we should pro- 
bably bo brought into aonflict with the In- 
dians.

rili: C0XBBDER4TC STATES AND FRIVATBER- 
ING. 

In the House of Commons, on tho 23rd 
.faly. -Mr. Cobden called attention to tho ex- 
ploits of the Orelo, alias the F'lorida ; the 
Alabama, alias the liDO; and the .Fa;ian, alias 
tho Virginia, The hoii. gentleman having 
dwell upon the provisions of the I'oreign 
I'inlistmoat Act, and to the aliacks which the 
above-named vessels bad made upon the 
merchandise of a friendly Power, remarked 
that every vessel which was captured by 
them was taken note of by Ihe American 
Government. In all eases the vahio of the 
vessels sei:^eil v,-cre taken by depnsitini on 
oath, and in all cases a claim was made for 
coiiipensat ion on this country. 'I'he (jovern- 
mcnt always resisted Ihesu elaitns ; but that 
was the most serious pari of the matter ; and 
lej contondeil Ihat in siieti cases every man 
ought to constitute himself a deloetive police 
man, in onlcr that these proceedings might bo 
Irowned down, liy every feeling of reci- 
procity towards the American people wi' 
ought to strive to nut down these illegal 
practices. He thought there was every cl iiin 
upon the Government lo prevent these armed 
vessels from leaving these shores. Uo hupeil 
lhat by no technical evasion noothor vessel 
for Confederate purposes would bo allowed 
to escape from these shores. The terrors of 
the civil war in America w-ere frightful; but 
ho hoped they would not be extended by any 
connection willi it on our part. .Vll ho aske I 
lor was neulrality. Whatever might be Ihe 
is'Ue nf ihis dreadful war, let Kngland keep 
clear of it. His voice w-onid be muto ; and 
what ho asked was lhat lOiiijIand aliniild ho 
silef.t and sorrowful until Ibis drcadlnl civil 
war was over. — Mr. l.-iird denied that the 
Alabama went out of Liverpool in an im 
proper way. — iVlr. Cobden said he quoted 
Earl Russell. — Mr. Laird said he was nut 
responsible fur what Earl Russell said. She 
went out of dock in the broad daylight. —Mr. 
Ciilideii: Did she take a clearance ? — .Mr. 
l/iird : She did not roipiiro a clearauee— - 
Lord Dalmorslon looked upon the two patties 
in America as in arms against each oilier, 
and, as such, belligerenlf, and therolore en- 
titled to all tho right and jirivileges of bel- 
ligerents. That wliicli wiis ruiiiiing in tlie 
bead of the lion, gentleiiiaii, and which 
guided his reasoning as well as his feeling, 
was thai tho Union was in legal existence, 
and there were not two belligerents, bu: a 
legitimate (i.ivprnuient and a rebellion aoainsi 
that Government.
